‘vi. 340).—Woe ought to have the text, in its 
Latin original, of the passage in which the 
word occurs, and the date. ‘There is a place 
in Ecclesfield, near Sheffield, known as 
Moonshine, and it is so described on the 
‘Ordnance maps. Eastwood, in his ‘ History 
of Ecelesfield,’ 1862, p. 389, mentions it as 
a “clump of houses distinguished by the 
singular name of Moonshine.” To judge 
from the maps, the site of these houses, 
which adjoin the road, was formerly a piece 
of waste land. 

It is very likely that the names Little- 
monelight and Moonshine arose irom the 
fact that a squatter’s hut was built on o 
moonlight night in each of those places. 
I observe that Littlemonelight in Oxford- 
shire wes an “encroachment.” It was 
believed in Yorkshire and Derbyshire down 
to modern times that if a man’ could build 
a house on the waste in one night. and kindle 
a fire in it. he could not be lawfully ejected. 
‘There was a house in Sheffield by the road- 
side known as Mushroom Hail—a name 
which is still used. “So,” saya the Rev.
